7atlons brought Into being without- a 
definilo aim. Societies of students 
iliould receive an insplrnllon for be- 
in;; entirely from within. The only 
obliRatlon students ought to have is 
to exploit their educational opportuni- 
ties to the full. But they should n-it 
bo mada to feel that they are po'>r 
.lews It they do not affiliate tJictn- 
.sclvca with an organization siich as 
the Zionist or Bnal Brith.

"Germans are rcsoliilcly Kt.arting t" 
bulM their lives anew and the new 
Eplrit Is best expressed In ticlion," said 
Miss Kleanor ilarUcll lasf night at 
the People's Forum In introducing her 
subjecL "The .N'cv,- Spirit ot Germany 
as ISxprcssod in the Novel". 

There nro three, fundamental cur- 
rents of thought running through the 
new German novels, rirst ot all the 
r.cw spirit of Ccriuany looks to ' the 
s^niili to redeem the country, turns to 
the early centurie;, oC Cicrnian history 
for inspiration, and these two Influ- 
ences have created a new freedom 
that has brought I self-mastery in Its 
train. .1. 

Youth Holds Stage 
"Today the youth ot Germany iiold 
Ihc centre ot the stage. They look to 
tho simple pre-Kmpiro il.iys. The 
Vouth Movement is a struggle (or the 
rcliirth of tho nation from tho ashes 
fit llmpi.-c. It is a revolt frcni tho head 
to the heart, from the TrusFinn to the 
German. JIany novels deal with the 
subject ot youth such as "The Catc- 
v.-ay ot IJfc" by Frank Thiess and 
The Triumph of Youth" by .Incob 
Wassermann. One of tlio princiiiii: rea- 
sons for this movement Is tlic u-Iile ac- 
ceptance ot tho Freudian principal 
that a man's life Is determined before 
tho age of twenty.

THE International Tea in Strathcona 
Hall yesterday marked the opening 
of the annual event on the Campus known 
:i:,^||»a,t; International Week. The group of 
^ ^students ^i the S.C.A. of McGill 

and R,V.C., endeavour by this means to 
bring to student attention for a while in 
the busy whiïl 'of 'social affairs, the fact 
that we live in a world that is not all Can- 
ada or North America. 

In this vein wo would like to point out 
: . ' that there is a little part of Canada that 
is transplanted into another part of the 
world. We refer to (he Canadian House in 
ihe^ Cite Unitersilaire at Paris. 

Montreal has been called the Paris of 
'North America. It would be well to 
know something of our other, if not better 
half. On the outskirts of Paris, in the 
vicinity of Boulevard Jourdain, is growing 
. up a University city. Paris has attracted 
to its academic centre students from all 
]mrt.= of the v.-orld, of whom Canada ha.«; a 
quota. Each country is building, or will 
build, residences for its .students and verj* 
soon that part of the city will be far more 
cosmopolitan than the centre is during the 
. summer. ^- ^ 

We do notrifeel that this .'segregation 
would be Avell if considered with j-egard to 
the dormitories which are to be built at 
"ISIcGall soon; for when Irishmen get to- 
"^'gether tlipy can never aproe. 

Anothei' inicre.ning feature of the 
Cite Univei'sitaire is the communal res- 
taurant. It is communal and a restaurant. 
Again we do not sec how, while things are 
as-thiey^aii'e at McGill now, that it can be 
applied to McGill. Would not it seem in- 
congruous to see both men and women eat- 
ing together at the Union and, what is 
more, cn.ioying their beei'V 

At lea.st we both liave sonieliiing in 
common. Each is going to have a gj-mna- 
sium. From tlie well appointed rooms of 
adian ]louse one looks over the 
he propo.sed gymnasium. At pres- 
^is well covered with the liovels 
of the^i-agpickers of the city, who are not 
timid ovei- their conubial or family affairs, 
As the noise of the city grow.s less the 
murmur of the activities of the inhabitants 
of the gym aite gi'ows to volume that with 
;the music and other things it lulls the lis- 
teners to sleep. 

The university .students of Paris of 
Eui'ope are cosmopolitan as are the uni- 
iversity students of the Pai-i.s- of North 
^America. If we are to be truly cosmopol- 
itan we must really begin to appreciate 
the strangers witliiii our midst.

Thougli the office was 
open for two afternoons, a good many of 
the students did not come to demand pay- 
ment for their books which were sold, 
though due notice was given to them in 
the columns of the "Daily". Such condi- 
tions convince us that the student in not 
apathetic because he has nothing in par- 
ticular and immediate to gain from it, but 
because he is just that kind of a being who 
does nothing more than is actually re- 
quired from him.
